HOWi:  STREET 
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CONSTRUCTION  AND  FOUNDATION. 

The  Pacific  Building  coven  an  area  of  9,360 
square  Icet.  having  a  (rentage  of  120  feel  on  Howe 
Street,  and  78  feet  on  IHastings  Street,  Vancouver'i 
main  artery  of  trade. 

The  outer  walls  are  of  brick  and  concrete,  finished 
on  the  exterior  with  handsome  pressed  brick  and  terra- 
cotta. The  floors  are  of  solid  re-inforced  concrete, 
and  the  entire  structure  sanitary,  clean,  warm  and  ab- 
solutely fireproof,  affoiding  every  security  against 
damage  by  fire,  and  minimum  insurance  rates. 
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EXTERIOR  APPEARANCE  AND 

ENTRANCE. 

The  Pacific  Building  is  of  an  architectural  type  re- 
markable for  its  simple  elegance  of  treatment,  resulting 
from  the  artistic  contrast  of  light  and  shade,  and  the 
fact  that  it  is  not  overburdened  with  detail.  The  entire 
exterior  effect  is  pleasing  and  elegant  in  the  extreme. 

The  central  location  of  the  building,  its  attractive 
appearance,  and  the  fact  that  it  towers  high  above  all 
buildings  in  the  neighbodiood,  gives  it  a  distinct  adver- 
tising value  which  is  too  important  to  be  overlooked  by 
those  in  search  of  offices.

Our 
independent  lightmg  system  ei  .s  a  full  supply  of  current  at 
all  hours.  Two  electric  eleva..rs,  running  at  a  speed  of  350 
feet  per  minute,  render  most  expeditious  and  satisfactory  ser- 
vice. There  is  a  vacuum  cleaning  system,  janitor  service,  sup- 
plied by  owner  free  of  all  expense,  and  mail  chutes  for  the  use 
o|  tenants.
